Our Special Association continues to grow in 
N. W. D. A. Number numbers and importance. The re- 
lations of this association with the 

organized retail drug trade of the country of late years have 
become closer than ever before, and this despite numerous 
prophesies pointing to a condition just the reverse. The old 
ery of “The Middleman Must Go” is seldom heard nowadays, 
and the reports of the committees of the association, where they 
touch on relations with retail interests, indicate that the whole- 
saler understands the need for strengthening these relations as 
much as he understands how beneficial it is to all branches of 
the trade to work in harmony instead of working at cross pur- 
poses. The meeting of the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation held last week at Denver has demonstrated this more 
than any previous one, and some of the reports presented by 
officers and committees are so informing, so full of interest and 
helpful suggestions that we have not hesitated to print them in 
full. The meetings of the organized pharmacists of the coun- 
try. both wholesale and retail, are events of national impor- 
tance, and as heretofore the AMERICAN DruGoist has spared 
neither expense nor trouble to lay before its readers a prompt 
and comprehensive account of their proceedings. The tele- 
graphed account of the Denver meeting which is published in 
this issue is commended to the perusal of all who are inter- 
ested in the development and progress of organized pharmacy 
in the United States. Much of the work transacted at the meet- 
ing is sure to benefit either directly or indirectly every pharma- 


cist in business.

Professor Atwater anee of a paper by Dr. W. O. Atwater, 


professor of chemistry in the Wes 
leyan University, giving the results of some experimental in- 
vestigations tending to uphold the opinion that alcohol possesses 
x certain food value. The investigations undertaken by Pro 
fessor Atwater were carried on under the auspices of a com 
initfee of prominent men appointed by former Mayor Seth Low 
for the purpose of studying all the aspects of the drink problem 
The report of his work, as made public by him, aroused the 
wrath of the advocates of total abstinence, and the name of the 
man who had dared to tell the truth as he saw it was thus 
brought prominently before the general public for the first time. 
though he had been known for years in scientifie circles. Study 
ing chemistry first at Vermont University, Wesleyan and Yale, 
later at Leipsic and Berlin, he early became interested in agri 
cultural problems, and during the many years he had held the 
chair of chemistry at Wesleyan, and previous to that at other 
colleges, he did much to promote scientific agriculture. Of late 
years he had given special attention to the study of nutrition 
and the problems connected with metabolism, his ingenious 
respiration calorimeter being largely employed in such studies 
His published works and the list of societies, American and 
Nuropean, of which he was an honored member bear testimony 
io the scientific attainments of Professor Atwater, and the de 
voted affection of his colleagues and students tell something of 
him #s a man and as a tencher.

of $2,000 the young pharmacist can purehase the equity in 
drug store, lenving $5,000 perhaps on mortgage. Ut is safe to 
say that $2,000 invested in any other way would not produce an 
income on the investment. More need not be said to show how 
superior are the advantages of the pharmacist in the beginnin 
of his professional life to those of the lawyer or the doctor, and 
it should be an argument for the encouragement of parents to

If they can be broken 
down they can be built up, and if this be true, then how far are 
we justified in sneering at the attempts of the alchemists to 

discover the philosopher’s stone? Already it is reported that a 

new disintegration product of uranium has been found which 

may be the parent of radium and to what extent the splitting up 
process may go cannot be foretold; it is a matter of speculation. 

It is evident, however, that the newer discoveries in radio- 

activity are bound to lead to entirely new methods in the study 

of chemistry, and to lay a new foundation for the investigation

portance among the resolutions adopted is that ene in which 


and what it hopes to accomplish in the future. 
the pharmacists of the country are advised to exercise a closer 


supervision of State and municipal legislation pertaining to 
pharmacy, and the pledge is given that the entire machinery 
of the national association will be placed at the service of any 
local or State association which may need it to assist in any 
movement for just and helpful laws. In line with this is the 
recommendation to pharmacists to exert themselves in the way 
the AMERICAN DrvucGGist has long urged them to do, namely, in 
the direction of taking a greater interest in the political affairs 
of their communities by accepting nominations from political 


organizations for positions in the various legislative bodies, 


local, State and national. 


WwW” are especially glad to see the national association lend- 

ing its aid and encouragement to work of this character. 
In their several communities pharmacists are the equal in intel- 
ligence and honesty of purpose of the representatives of any 
other profession or trade, and pharmacy should have a represen- 
tative in every local, State and national assembly. as the pres- 
ence of.pharmacists in these bodies would prevent much of the 
adverse, unjust. and in some cases, senseless legislation which 
is placed on the statute books for the supposed regulation of the 
sale of drugs and medicines. 


RUGGISTS in the Eastern States do not suffer to the same 
extent froin the imposition of customers in the matter of 
furnishing free telephone service as do those of the West, hence 
the resolution favoring the installation of slot telephones in the 
city drug stores may not appeal so strongly to them as it does 
to the druggists of some Western States who cry to be relieved

rience in a drug store as a prerequisite to a license to the prac- 
tice of pharmacy. 


HE association manifests increased conservatism with age, 
T and although those on the outside seldom hear of all the 
radical steps or wild cat measures that are brought to the at- 
tention of the Committee on Resolutions in committee rooius, 
and there put to a peaceful end, a sufficient number of these are 
aired on the floor to indicate the drift of the delegates’ opinion 
as well as to afford some opportunity of estimating the ability 
of the leaders to exercise a wise restraint over the delegates 
and guide the councils of the association into safe channels of 
debate.

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A FEW POINTS ON TOXICOLOGY FOR THE PRACTICAL 
PHARMACIST.!

To the just claim advanced by the better element of the 
pharmaceutical fraternity that the pharmacist is not a mere 
merchant in drugs and in other odds and ends, looking for 
profits all the time, but a well-qualified professional man, per- 
forming certain duties to the community, and that as such he 
is entitled to special considerations—to this claim I hear often 
contradictory statements made by our enemies, anxious to 
disrobe pharmacy of its honorable professional toga. We 
pharmacists are so well used to the cavils of the fault-finders 
that we cannot afford to pay too much attention to their 
hypercriticisms. But a few words relative to this subject 
spoken to me in a genial way by a friend of mine set me pon- 
dering. Said my friend: ‘ Remember that your assertions 
as to your professional qualifications are taken by the public 
cum grano salis, for your so-called professional man does not 
possess the necessary knowledge that the publie often expects 
of him in their emergencies, when they run to the drug store 
for assistance. You say the pharmacist has no right to treat 


patients. But. was there anybody to even ask the 
layman about his rights to apply an _ improvised 
tourniquet to check arterial hemorrhage, or to use 
his bottle of smelling salts in a case of syneope, or to 


give mustard water to produce vomiting when poisoning was 
suspected? There is no law to prevent anybody from deliver- 
ing fellow-man when in distress, and the helplessness and in- 
activity of the pharmacist simply go to show that he lacks the 
necessary knowledge the public expects of 
professional man.”

Furthermore, iny friend went on to say, “I hear that toxi- 
cology is a part of the curriculum of colleges of pharmacy, 
that the boards of pharmacy examine the candidates in that 
subject, and yet, when a pharmacist is confronted with a 
case of poisoning that is brought into his store, he becomes 
entirely lost, does not know how to treat it. and is obliged 
to send for the physician, thus endangering the life of the 
patient, who is in need of quick help, at the same time bring- 
ing into disrepute your so-called professional pharmacy.” 

Thus spoke my critical friend, and indeed is it not a 
well-known fact that the public by an established custom looks 
up to the pharmacist for his assistance in emergencies? Is not 
it also a fact that the pharmacist is not given the necessary 
training how to be useful in such cases? Does not the pharma- 
cist in most of those cases feel humiliated by his inability to 
render any aid, and by his remaining a mere spectator, to- 
gether with the crowd awaiting the arrival of the ambulance, 
if such service is in existence, or of the nearest physician, who 
at times cannot be reached at all? Why should not the colleges 
of pharmacy take in consideration that in practical life the 
giving of first aid to the injured is actually one of the func- 
tions of the drug store? Why not follow the example of col- 
leges in European countries, where courses in that subject 
were instituted long ago? And lastly, why not legalize the drug 
store as a first-aid-to-the-injured station? Nothing but added 
honor would result from such innovation, and it would help 
materially to enhance the druggist in the eyes of the public. 

The insinuation of my friend about the inability of the 
pharmacist to administer the needed treatment in cases of 
poisoning also has some truth in it, for though the pharma- 
cist undonbtedly knows the antidotes for the different poisons, 
he is apt to find himself embarrassed when undertaking to 
treat a case of poisoning, because of the difficulty he experi- 
ences in diagnosing what the poison was in the given case. 
But to handle a case of poisoning it is not absolutely necessary 
to know the symptoms of each individual poison, and in this 
paper I shall endeavor to give a few simple points in toxicology, 
which, when remembered, will enable the pharmacist to more 
efficiently perform his professional duty to the satisfaction of 
himself and to the honor of his profession. 


“1 Read at the fifty-fifth annual mecting of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association, held at New York, N. Y., September, 1907. 
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In the first place be it remembered that poisons are divided 
into two classes, the sedative poisons and the stimulant poisons, 
and that each of these classes has its characteristic symptoms. 
Secondly, that the treatment used for one of the poisons in a 
class can, as a rule, be employed for the other poisons in the 
same class. 

What are the symptoms of poisoning with a sedative drug 
and what should be the treatment for it? 

A patient poisoned by a sedative drug will be either semi 
or wholly unconscious. 

Face is pallid and perhaps covered with a clammy perspira- 
tion. 

Pupils are variable; they may be contracted or dilated. 

Respiration may be slow and shallow. 

Pulse may be feeble and rapid. 

Vomiting and diarrhea are very characteristic. 

Muscular system may have convulsions from the start, but 
most of the time it is in a state of relaxation, in a flabby con- 
dition. All of these symptoms can be combatted one by one. 

For the unconscious: Vlace the patient in a prone condi- 
tion, head lower than the feet, in order to allow the blood to 
gravitate back into the anemic brain from whence it came. 

Next we attend to the body temperature. If 
cold and clammy we cover the patient with warm blankets or 
apply hot-water bottles. 

For the respiration: the clothing to facilitate 
breathing and administer some diffusible stimulant as alcohol 
in some form, ether or ammonia. 

For the pulse give digitalis or strychnine; the latter is both 
a cardiae and respiratory stimulant. 

Now, how do we recognize a stimulant 
treatment should be instituted ?

The symptoms of a stimulant poison are just the reverse of 
that of a sedative poison, and the treatment follows: 

We find the patient in a state of great nervous excitability, 
probably in a state of convulsions, due to irritation, and con- 
traction of the muscular system to an extent at times, when the 
body becomes bent like an arch, which. is seen in strychnine 
poisoning and in tetanus. 

The temperature is at times high and the respiration is of 
a strenuous character, that is, deep instead of shallow. The 
treatment consists in trying to allay the excitement. This is 
done with sedatives like chloral and bromides, and if the patient 
cannot swallow we give him the same in a rectal injection. 
For the convulsions whiffs of chloroform are given to relax 
the spasmodic condition of the muscles. For the temperature 
apply cold. If the brain is much irritated and delirium is 
present apply ice packs to the head. In other words, every- 
thing must be done to keep the patient quiet and full rest main- 
tained. 

Be it though clearly understood that whenever the nature 
of the poison is known the specific physiological or chemical 
antidote must be administered. Our of pharmacy 
give quite an ample course in toxicology and the pharmacist 
vught to be able to give proper treatment in cases of poison. 
ing with carbolic acid, arsenic, sublimate, phos- 
phorus, ete. But in the majority of the cases the above out- 
lined treatment will be sufficient to alleviate the suffering of 
the patient, and even in most of the cases, to save human life.

not mean so well, and who are untiringly trying to discover 
the shortcomings of the pharmacist.

Five vears ago in the summer of 1902 T constructed my first 
apparatus \ large Woulff’s bottle with two necks serves as 
the lime water container, this being filled with thin milk of 
lime as prepared and described under steps 1, 2, 8 and 4.

It is, 
of course, impossible to produce a true castor oil pill, although 
a method of using ricinolie acid in the form of a soap has been 
suggested. Under the operation of the various pure food and 
drugs aets it will be illegal to sell compound cathartic pills as 
custor oil pills, and we question if it would be within the law 
to label pills having a basis of magnesium ricinolate, fortified, 
say, with aloes, castor ofl pills. One method of making mag 
nesium recinolate provides for the decomposition of an alkaline 
ricinolate by magnesium sulphate. A neutral solution of an 
alkaline ricinolate is poured into a solution of magnesium sul 
phate, and the white curdy precipitate that forms is separated 
und washed several times on a filter or cloth. Magnesium 
ricinolate obtained in this way is insoluble in water, but soluble

Wholesale Grocers’ Association and individ 
ual wholesalers and jobbers throughout the United States requested 
the Board of Food and Drug Inspeetion to recommend to the three 
secretaries the extension of the privilege until October 1, 1908. 

After a careful consideration of the matter, the Board has unani 
mously decided to refuse to recommend such an extension. It is the 
opinion of the members of the board that sufficient time has elapsed 
for manufacturers, jobbers and wholesalers to adjust their business 
affairs to the terms of the law and of the regulations. 

It is apparent, from the letters received by the board, that the gen 
eral impression exists that the use of corrected labels will not be per 
mitted after Octobver 1, 1907. This is an erroneous impression and is 
evidently gathered from the wording of regulation 17 of the Food and 
Drugs Act under paragraph (i), and more particularly from food in 
spection decision 48, which stated that, on and after October 1, 1907, 
the labels must be originally properly printed. This statement was 
merely advisory and conveyed a warning that further extension of the 
privilege need not be asked. It is desirable, of course, both from the 
standpoint of the Government officials who have charge of the enforce 
ment of the law and from the viewpoint of the manufacturers, that 
the labels should be correct as originally printed. ; 

Any person has a right to use a label which is not false or de 
ceptive in any particular, even though this result is arrived at through 
the use of stickers, erasures or other suitable means. Attention, how 
ever, is directed to the fact that misleading and deceptive statements 
must be obliterated. In other words, it is not sufficient, in the opinion 
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of the board, that a deceptive statement should be allowed to remain 
on one portion of the label with a corrective statement upon another 
portion of the label.

- Whereas, The distribution of merchandise imposes many conditions 
on the different branches of trade which do not exist in the methods 


for transmission of communications or dissemination of news; there- 
fore be it 

Resolved, By the American Pharmaceutical Association, that a dis 
tinction should be made between these two operations, and that legisla- 
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tion by the Congress should be directed to the readjustment of the laws, 
rules and regulations of the Post Office Department, so as to secure 
the greatest possible benefit to the people by improved service, limita- 
tion of the privileges of second-class matter so that it shall most 
strictly conform to the laws and regulations, so that the long-sought 
and long-ago-earned reduction of the letter postage to 1 cent per ounce 
may soon be established ; and 

Whereas, Certain corporations now enjoy privileges because of their 
gigantic operations, not available to ordinary dealers, and depend on 
the extension of these special privileges to still further encroach on the 
established methods of trade; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the State pharmaceutical associations and all local 
branches of the American Pharmaceutical Association, and all members 
of this association individually, and all retail and wholesale druggists, 
direct the attention of the Senators of their respeetive States, and 
their Representatives in Congress to protect the people from further 
encroachment of the legitimate functions of the Post Office Department 
by opposing with all their power the so-called parcels post legislation, 
because such encroachment would be of no real benefit to the people

ever is done to that end must be separately and individually and not 
in combination with any one. We are, therefore, in a better position

ever before to know what may be done leg 
rhe enactment of the National Food and Drugs act has also tended 
to place the manufacture and sale of legitimate proprietary medicines 
on a higher plane than heretofore, and to eliminate from the business 
a number of objectionable features and abuses which had caused much 
hostile and indiscriminate condemnation of proprietary medicines i: 
general, regardless of the merits of many of them. 

A general discussion of the entire subject has made it evident to a 
large majority of the people that correct methods and honest claims on 
the part of manufacturers of proprietary medicines are entitled to the 
same consideration accorded to other manufacturers—no more and no 
less. The manufacturers will not contend, nor will any one else, that 
any other course on the part of any one is commendable or entitled to 
any protection whatever. 

We have reason therefore to rejoice over the enactment of the 
National Food and Drugs act and over the full and general discussion 
which has ensued. 

I think that both wholesalers and manufacturers have also reason 
to be pleased with our present relations with the retail druggists of 
the United States, in whose behalf we shall ever take the largest inter 
est possible consistently with due obedience to the laws of the land. 

Apart from all plans and laws many, if not all, of the leading cut 
ters have already learned that there are other and better ways of 
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building up business than the old method of raising and cutting prices 
indiscriminately. The people, too, are learning that quality and genu- 
ineness are of far more importance than the saving of a few cents now 
and then. 

Let us, therefore, continue to do all in our power that is right and 


legal for the three great divisions of the trade, including our good 
friends, the retail dragsists.

other retailers to pay their bills. As a rule money is plentiful in the 
country, and wholesale druggists should insist upon customers paving 
their bills more promptly. This is to the best interest of the retailer 
as well as the wholesaler, for the dealer who habitually takes advan 
tage of the cash discount, or at least settles his bills at the expiration 
of the regular time, thereby materially strengthens his financial stand- 


ing.

fully and conscientiously than the drug trade. We realize that the 
law is not only in the interest of the publie, 


I le i ; who are entitled to pure 
food and drugs. but it is also a blessing to honest manufacturers and 
dealers because it protects them from the nefarious 


competition of 
those whose goods depend for their sale upon fraud and misrepresenta 
tion. Of course it was to be expected that many difficult questions 
Would arise in the administration of a new law so broad in its scope 
as this one, but the authorities have all along shown a commendable 
disposition to extend every possible aid to those making a sincere 
effort to adjust their business to the law. The result is that the 
aien Which it necessitated have been gradually brought about with 
the least possible friction, and it is now oper rating, as a rule, very 
smoothly. 
ADVOCATES UNIFORM STATE 

Since the passage of the national law 
enacted laws of a similar character, and it is to the everlasting credit 
of the drug trade that its members have voluntarily and earnestly 
worked for the adoption of legislation of this kind in their respective

States. The laws enacted in some of the States differ somewhat from 
the national law, and it is important that our efforts should be directed 
in the future to securing State laws uniform, as far 


as practicable, 
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with the national law, so that

THE INDIANAPOLIS INJUNCTION. 

An event of the greatest possible interest to the entire drug trade 
was the settlement last May of the famous suit which was started by 
the United States Government in May, 1906, against the manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers, for alleged violation of the Sherman Anti 
Trust law. Until this suit was brought we had always understood 
that it was perfectly lawful for the jobbers and the retailers, through 
their respe etive associations, to co-operate with the proprietorsiin earry 
ing out the plans which they used for the sale of their goods.. Find 
ing, however, that the Government considered such co-operation as an 
illegal restraint of trade, it was decided, after several consultations 
between the attorneys for the various defendants, that it would be to 
thé best interest of all concerned to settle the case without going to the 
enormous expense which would be entailed by a tedious trial of perhaps 
several vears’ daration. ‘The defendants, including the representatives 
of this association, therefore accepted a decree which was issued by 
the United States Cireuit Court at Indianapolis on May 9, 1907, en 
joining the defendants from combining together in adopting or carry 
ing ont any plan for the sale of goods ; 
in the decree that it did not deprive a manufacturer 
adopting and enforcing any lawful plan for 
The decree did not declare any

tHE ONLY EFFECT OF THE DECREE 
was to wipe out any combination which may have existed between the 
three branches of the- trade. It is extremely gratifying that it did 
not produce any demoralization in the wholesale drug trade. On the 
contrary, While every jobber is acting individually in a perfectly lawful 
manner, our information is that conditions throughout the country 
were never more satisfactory. It seems that the decree has produced 
one good result in making the jobber more self-reliant, and he realizes 
that he cannot afford to reduce his already slender margin of profit 
on proprietary articles and other goods. 

Owing to the great and far-reaching importance of the 
snit, it was necessary for us to employ several able 
after the interests of our members.

the inference being that that is one of the things which it is 
necessary for them to do in order to fully comply with the 
terms of the decree. 

I have been informed by several other attorneys, fully con- 


versant with this decree and acting during the past for our 
association, that this advice has probably been given under 
a misapprehension. 

The work of this association during the thirty-one years 


since its organization has been very largely devoted to matters 
of legislation, transportation, the securing of lower fire insur 
ance rates and the cultivation of fraternal relations between 
the members of the trade. It has also devoted a great deal of 
attention to the various plans recommended to the manufac 
turers of proprietary medicines for the maintenance of. their 
respective price-lists. Under the decree it is recognized that 
the action upon the last named subject is to be recalled and 
discontinued, but our activities in other directions, which we 
hope in the future to make even more valuable than in. the 
past, will certainly make it desirable for all parties who have 
been associated with us to retain their membership 

I beg to quote as follows from Judge Holland's charge to 
the jury in the Loder case in Philadelphia, when all that was 
in question under the United States Government suit above 
referred to was under review : 

“Any or all of these dealers in this class of goods through 
out the United States have a right to join and belong to the 
various associations to which they belong in order to raise 
the standard of efficieney and honesty in the transaction of 
this kind of commerce.

their free and untrammelled selection.” 

This opinion has not been called in question in any way 
in any of the decisions which have been rendered in the sev 


eral cases brought against our association or its members 
It will be seen, therefore. that the advice was probably 
given by the attorney under the impression that price regula 


tion was the only work of the association. As the matter of 
legislation especially is becoming more and more important 
each vear, I trust that our members will be governed in their 


decision upon this question by the opinion above quoted from 
Judge Holland’s charge, rather than by the advice given, as I 
under a misapprehension.

During 
the past year there had been no changes in the National Bank 
ruptey Act. The conclusions of the Bar Association of America 
in relation to the amendment of this act would undoubtedly go 
far toward bringing about such changes as were desirable. In 
the opinion of the committee creditors were themselves respon 
sible for much of the losses incurred in bankruptcies by failure 
to be present when the statements of the bankrupts were pre- 
sented for inspection by creditors. The report stated that dur- 
ing 1906 eight additional States had laws throwing 
safeguards about the sale of bulk stocks, this making thirty- 
three States in which such laws The 
suid that the three principal factors in the determination of 
‘redit were the character, capital and competence of the credi- 
tor. On some deficiency in one or all of these three, 77.9 per- 
cent of the failures of the past year depended. During the past 
year the number of failures recorded was smaller than during 
a’ corresponding period for the past twenty years. The report 
was referred to the Board of Control, without action.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON DRUG MARKET. 
By Cuas. S. LItTrenn, 


To the President and Members of the 
Association: 
_ The drug market for the past year has presented many remarkable 
features: short supplies, higher cost of labor, greater demand and 
the requirements of the national and State pure food and drug laws 
have combined to advance the prices of many items to high record 
figures. In fact, the prices now prevailing for some goods are abnor- 
mal. and a downward tendency in the near future would not be sur- 
prising. ‘Taken as a whole, however, the market seems to be in a 
healthy condition, reports from various parts of the country indicat- 
ing a good volume of business. In spite of the depression in Wall 
Street and other money centers, with the high rate of interest required 
at times on call loans, merchants seem able to obtain money at the 
usual rates, all of which seems to assure that prosperity will continue. 
Although the national pure food and drugs act has placed some 
unnecessary burdens upon the trade and many of its reguiations seem 
unreasonable, upon the whole its aims are good, ard it will eventually 
benefit honest manufacturers and merchants as well as the consumer. 
The movements of the staple drugs and chemicals for the past year 
and some of the conditions governing the same are reported in  sue- 
ceeding paragraphs:

on the principal label. The allowance of cash commissions, 
premiums and rewards to traveling salesmen, other than) by 
their employers, and the practice of furnishing to manufac 
turers a list of names and addresses of jobbers’ salesmen, had 
also received attention, and in some sections this custom had 
been lessened, if not entirely abandoned. 

The report pointed out that “while the enactment and sub 
sequent enforcement of the National Pure Food and Drugs Law, 
followed by legislation along similar lines in several States of 
the Union, brought about many complications requiring the 
exercise of the utmost wisdom and intelligence, as well as time 
and labor, vet the very exigency of the case brought the mem 
bers of these local clubs and associations into more friendly and 
harmonious relations, and common interests and mutual de 
pendence suggested and perfected plans overcoming difficulties 
and obstacles previously deemed almost insurmountable.” 

The committee recommended that in view of the importance 
of the bearing on jobbing interests by State laws regulating the 
purity, labeling and shipment of drugs, local associations, 
through thei? members, be encouraged in their efforts to secure 
in State food and drugs laws uniformity as far as practicable 
with the National law. 

The report of the committee was referred to the Board of 
Control under the usual rules. The next business taken up was 
the report of the Committee on Fire Insurance, 


THE REPORT ON FIRE INSURANCE, 


George W. Lattimer submitted the report of the Fire 
ance Committee in a lengthy but interesting document which

reviewed nearly every phase of the subject. During the past 
year the committee interrogated the members rgarding insur- 
anc conditions in their respective localities without, however, 
receiving responses that could be considered satisfactory. Phe 
committee recommended the establishment of closer relations 
on the part of the members with the local inspection bureaus or 
boards of underwriters, a partial list of such boards being at 
tached to the report. The committee noted the fact that fire 
insurance was becoming more scientific and technical in its 
study, the leading companies having come to realize that the 
old method of measuring fire hazards by guessing at this or 
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that improvement was unfair and unsatisfactory to both insur- 
er and insured. 

Some valuable suggestions were given in the report regard- 
ing methods of improving local conditions. Wholesale drug 
gists who are prominent in their communities understand how 
diflicult it is to secure an improvement in the water supply, the 
efliciency of the fire department, the condition of the streets, 
the overhead wiring, ete. By getting in touch with the local 
board of underwriters the aid of the national board could be 
obtained and many improvements effected. The report said 
that the fire losses in the cities of the United States were enor 
mous and constantly increasing. This tremendous waste with 
consequent higher rates could only be eliminated through the 
efforts of the leading business men to improve city fire and 
business regulations, 

The instalment of autematie sprinkler equipments was 
strongly urged on the members. ‘Those members who might 
feel that they had not sufficient capital for this expense were 
recommended to enter into an arrangement with any of the 
automatic sprinkler companies for the installation of a stand 
ard plant, payment te be made by granting the company the 
difference between the fire insurance rate without the sprinkler 
system and the rates secured after the installation of the plant; 
payments might in this way be extended over four or five yerrs. 

The committee recommended the employment of a high class 
insurance expert to look after insurance matters for the dif 
ferent members. Specifically the committee made the following 
recommendations : 

1 A closer relation with the local Inspection Bureaus or 
Boards of Underwriters, so that by frequent consultation, ad 
vice can be obtained from them as to every improvement that 
will not only secure credits on rates, but will also afford 
greater protection to the insured. 

2. That the members of this organization endeavor to se 
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cure through their local Chambers of Commerce, reports on 
their cities from the National Boards of Underwriters, and 
that they use every influence possible to have such recommenda 
tions for needed improvements adopted by their city officials 

3. That every wholesale druggist install an automatic 
sprinkler equipment in his plant, with sprinkler supervisory 
service attached.

As it is at present, the mere awarding of 
damages in many cases is of no effect whatever, especially in 
the case of a multitude of minor offenders who have no finan- 
cial status to be disturbed by such penalties. But when a term 
in prison is likely to follow, the flagrant offender will perhaps 
think twice before incurring the risk of punishment.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PROPRIETARY GOODS.

Tt is exceedingly gratifying that the general business prosperity 
with which this country has been blessed for so many years has con 
tinued without any serious interruption since we met in Washington 
a vear ago. While financial interests have suffered by the great 
decline in the prices of securities, the farmers have been favored with 


bountiful crops and the merchants and manufacturers have enjoyed 
a steady demand and large sales. Indeed, the general business condi 
tions have heen excellent throughout the year, and the future looks 
very encouraging 
Services of the Committee in Connection with the Pure Food and 
Drugs Law. 
During the past year this committee has supplemented the good 


work of the ehairman of our Committee on Legislation by furnishing 
our members and the manufacturers with important information in con- 
nection with the national pure food and drug law, which went into 
effect on January 1, 1907. Appreciating the fact that this law is of 
the greatest benefit, not only to the public, but to all honest manufae 
turers and dealers who have nothing to conceal about the character of 
their products, your chairman has kept in close touch with the Goy 
ernment authorities and obtained rulings from time to time upon 
numerous questions arising under the law and regulations. The com 
mittee’s office has therefore served to a great extent as a bureau of in 
formation for the trade concerning the requirements of the law. Your 


AND 
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chairman has passed upon many labels which were submitted to him, 


and answered a large number of requests for information of various 
kinds trom manufacturers and jobbers who were in doubt as to just 
what it was necessary for them te do under the law. 

Too much praise cannot be given the members of the drug trade 


generally for the earnest and painstaking manner in which they have 
endeavored to comply with this law. From our experience with the 
wholesale druggists and manufacturers, we are confident that there is 
no class of dealers who have been more sincere and faithful in their 
efforts to adjust their business to conform to the law, often at great 
expense and trouble to themselves. 





Caring for ‘‘Orphan’’ Proprietaries. 


Some wholesale druggists were at first under the impression that 
they would find in their stocks a large number of proprietary medi 
cines whose manufacturers had gone out of business and for which it 
would be impossible to obtain corrected labels or “ stickers ” giving the 
information required by the law. ‘To meet this emergency your chair 
man issued the following circular: 

New York, December 22, 1906. 
To the Wholesale Drug Trade: 

In order that those proprietary medicines whose manufacturers 
have gone out of business may be made legally salable, the follow- 
ing plan is suggested: 

That every wholesaler take stock of all such proprietary medi 
cines and send a list to the Proprietary Committee, who will tab 
ulate it, and where the number of any one article aggregates ten 
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Proprietary

gross or over the committee can have an analysis made of it by 
a chemist of standing, if possible by a process approved by the 
Depfirtment of Agriculture, and a label prepared. Then these 


labels can be supplied to such of the wholesalers as want them, 
and in quantities desired, at a very reasonable figure, probably not 
to exceed one or two cents each.

for which there is no demand.

It has been an agreeable disappointment to find that up to this 
time the so-called “ orphans” have not materialized to any appreciable 
extent. Only a very few articles were reported in response to our cireular, 
and in each case the quantity was much smaller than the ten gross 
required to justify the expense of an analysis. Furthermore, it was 
found upon investigatien that in every instance the articles reported 
were not really “ orphans,” as it was possible to locate the parties sell 
ing them and obtain the necessary “ stickers.” Where articles are of 
any real value there is usnally some one whose interest in them is such 
as to enable jobbers to make them salable under the law. In the case 
of old preparations for which the demand has ceased, of course there 
is no eccasion for wholesale druggists to go to the expense of putting 

them in marketable condition, as they are practically worthless. 


One Manufacturer Refused to Supply “Stickers.” 


There was at least one proprietor who, for apparently selfish rea 
sons, refused to supply wholesale druggists with “ stickers" for his 
preparations in their stocks, although it was known that some of his 
goods contained ingredients which the law required to be stated on the 
label. In order to safeguard the interest of the trade in all cases of 
this kind which might arise, the following circular was issued by your 
chairman :

n all cases where proprietary medicine manufacturers whose 
products may require “stickers” decline to furnish “ sticker’ 
Inhels fer steck now on the shelves of the wholesale druggists

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Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906"), we caution all 
druggists against the peril of handling such articles. 
The New York jebbng druggists will not sell such products 
after January 1, 1907, until the “ stickers” are furnished, as they 
decline to be forced to break the law.

We are pleased to report that we have not heard of another instance 
in which a proprietor declined to furnish “ stickers ”’ for his goods in 
the hands of jobbers. 

In adilition to the information sent

law to various local gatherings of wholesale druggists. 


Necessity of Making State Laws Harmonize with the Federal Act. 


Many States have enacted pure feod and drug laws since the pas 
sage of the national law Some of these State laws correspond in the 
main with the national law, as they should, but others contain essen 
tial differences, which increase the difficulties of the trade in meeting 
their various requirements. It is exceedingly important for wholesale 
druggists to pay particular attention to this matter in the future and 
us® every effort to secure laws in their respective States uniform, as 
far as practicable, with the national law, so that goods can be sold 
anywhere in the Lrited States if they mect the requirements of the 
national law

arrangement to prevent unnecessary restriction of trade between the 
States. The State officials who were present at the convention showed 
a commendable disposition to co-operate with the national authorities 
in order to harmonize the working of the State and national laws as 
far as practicable. It is hoped and believed that the State officials will 
realize that the object of the State laws will be accomplished and all 
interests will be fully protected ‘f goods shipped from one State into 
another are allowed to be sold under the national guaranty alone. In 
such cases if the goods should not meet the requirements of the law, 
the State officials could report the facts to the United States authori 
ties, who could then proceed under the national law, which covers inter 
state commerce. In fact, it is expressly provided in a few of the State 
laws that this course is to be pursued. 

With reference to the regulation under the national law permitting 
labels on hand January 1 to be corrected with “ stickers" and used 
up to October 1, 1907, your chairman asked the authorities several 
months ago whether goods bearing “ sticker’ labels could be sold after 
thet date. For obvious reasons the authorities preferred not to issue 
any ruling upon this subject, but your chairman feels perfectly safe in 
giving the assurance that all such goods remaining in the hands of 
wholesalers and retailers on October 1 can be sold in interstate com 
merce after that date. Manufacturers, however, are expected by the 
authorities to use correct labels without any ‘“ stickers" on all the 
goods sold by them on and after October 1.

York the law which went into effect September 1, 1907, makes the most 
stringent regulations governing the sale, by both wholesale and retail 
dealers, of cocaine and eucaine, or any mixture containing either of 
these articles. In this connection it is due the wholesale druggists of 
New York City to state that some months before the present law was 
introduced in the Legislature they unanimously agreed of their own 
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volition to discontinue handling catarrh snuffs and similar proprietary 
articles containing cocaine, and there are other wholesale druggists 
elsewhere in the United States who have voluntarily taken the same 
position. ‘This is mentioned to show that = wholesale drug trade is 
not only willing but anxious to serve the cause of humanity by dis 
couraging the sale of habit-forming drugs. 


The Indianapolis Decree. 


brought by the United States in May, 
so-called ‘Trug Trust,”’ was settled by a decree which 
wus issued on May 9, 1207, by the United States Circuit Court at 
Indianapolis. This decree was accepted by the defendants to avoid the 
enormous expense which would have been incurred by them if the case 
had gone to trial, because it doubtless would have lasted for several 
years. ‘The effect of the decree was simply to break up the alleged com 
bination between the manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers, and to 
prevent any future co-operation among the three branches of the trade 
in connection with the sale of goods. The decree did not declare any 
plan uniawfnul when operated by a manufacturer independently, and 
section 10 reads as follows 
* Nothing herein shall be construed to restrain or interfere with 
the action of any single corporation, partnership or individual by 
its, their or his officers or agents from acting or contracting in any 
lawful manner with respect to its, their or his own corporate, firm 
or individual property or affairs, and no provision or clause of this 
decree shall be held to restrain, affect or enjoin the sale of any 
drugs or merchandise, or the making or securing of any contract, 
plan or sehedule as described in the bill of complaint when such 
sale or contract, plan or schedule relates only to trade or commerce 
within a particular State. 

It will thus be seen that under the decree a 
right to use whatever plan he may choose for the maintenance of his 
own prices and terms, provided he adopts and enforces it individually 
and without combination with others. A number of manufacturers 
have sent ont new contracts to the trade since the decree was issued, 
the action of each one having been entirely independent of any other 
person or association. It is gratifving to learn that the wholesale 
druggists, acting individually, have very generally accepted the terms 
of sale fixed by these proprietors. 

The wholesale drug trade is to be congratulated upon the fact that 
the decree did not produce any perceptible disturbance of the healthy con 
ditions which have existed in the trade for so many years. Your chair 
man has recently received reports from all sections of the country, 
and they were generally quite favorable. In fact, our information is to 
the effect that the situation, as a rule, was never better. While each 
jobber is acting independently he fully realizes that it would be busi 
suicide to take any action which would redyce his already too 
meager margin of profit and perhaps lead to genetal demoralization in 
his territory 

We shouid feel profoundly grateful to this association, without 
whose good work and influence during the vears gone by it would have 
been impossible for the wholesale drug trade to be in its present satis 
factory condition. The remarkable stability of the trade under the 
extraordinary circumstances of the last few months has demonstrated 
conclusively that the wise founders of this organization indeed * build 
ed better than they knew. 


The Customs of Other Countries.

information concerning the laws existing in foreign 
countries, notably Great Britain, France and Germany, with reference 
to sales and trade agreements. Through the courtesy of the Depart 
ment of State at Washington we have been furnished with reports upon 
this subject from the American consuls in thirty-five or more of the 
principal cities in the three countries named. It would make this 
report too lengthy to read these communications at this time, and we 
recommend that they be printed, in whole or in part, in our proceed 
ings, because they will undoubtedly prove very interesting to our mem 
bers. It is also desirable that we should make a permanent record of 
this valuable information. In the meantime we present below a copy 
of the qnestions prepared by your chairman and submitted by the 
State Department to the various consuls. We also give a brief state 
ment of the general character of the answers made to each question. 
This summary, however, is subject to certain modifications in some 
cases, AS ere be found upon reading the reports themselves, but the 
majority of the replies are substantially as stated below:

The answers show that it is lawful for manufacturers and deal 
ers to fix whatever prices they choose on their goods. In Germany, 
however, the Government fixes the prices of medicines other than 
proprietary articles, and a severe fine is imposed on those dealers 
who charge more than the legal rate. 

QUESTION NO. 4. 

“Does it distinguish between articles known as 
of life’ and other articles in trade agreements?” 

No distinction is made except in France, where the municipal 
authorities sometimes fix the price of bread, meat and_ possibly 
other “necessities of life.” 

QUESTION NO. 5. 

«Does it distinguish between articles protected by patents or 
trade-marks and those which are not? 

According to the answers, there is no distinction made. 

QUESTION No. 6. 

“Does it permit a manufacturer of proprietary or other articles 
to refuse sales of his goods to a dealer who violates the prices an d 
terms of other manufacturers?’

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QUESTION NO. 7. 

“Ts it lawful for a single manufacturer, or any number of them 
acting together, to issue a so-called * black list’ of those dealers 
who cut the prices fixed by one or all of such manufacturers, and 
Wholesale dealers legally refuse sales to parties named on such 
ist?” 

In Great Britain there is no specific law against “ black lists,” 
but any one claiming to be injured thereby might invoke the gen 
eral libel laws. In France the “ black list’ is apparently seldom 
used in business, but some of the replies from that country indicate 
that it is customary for manufacturers to remove from their list 
of agents those who do not adhere to agreements. The answers 
from Germany show that a “ black list’ is permissible, and that 
supplies may be refused to parties on such list, excepting medicinal 
drugs, ete., required by privileged apothecaries, who are appointed 
by the Government. 

QUESTION NO, 8. 

“Are there any commissions or authorities appointed by the 
Government of the country for the purpose of deciding whether a 
trade combination or agreement is in restraint of trade, or illegal, 
ov not?” 

The answers state that no such commissions or authorities exist 
in either of the countries referred to. 

These consular reports show that Great Britain, France and Ger 
many have never undertaken to prevent or interfere with proper trade 
agreements covering the sale and prices of goods. On the contrary, the 
widest latitude seems to be allowed manufacturers and dealers, among 
whom numerous combinations exist, especially in) England and Ger 
many, to secure the maintenance of prices and terms. 


The Radical Nature of the Sherman Law. 


In our own country, however, the Sherman Anti-Trust law is so 
sweeping that it makes illegal every contract or combination ino re 
straint of trade. Even if the contract or agreement is a reasonable one 
and does not menace the public welfare in any way, it is nevertheless 
prohibited by this law. The Government suit against the drug interests 
demonstrated in a foreible manner what hardships can be inflieted 
upon thousands of men engaged in the same line of business by a 
drastic law of this kind. 

There is a strong and constantly growing sentiment among states 
men and business men that the Sherman law is entirely too radical, 
and that either it should be amended or new legislation should be 
enacted to permit reasonable trade agreements which do not restrain 
trade, but, on the contrary, promote it. We believe that the literal ap 
plication of this law to business generally will create the greatest pos 
sible restraint of trade, although that is the condition which it is in 
tended to prevent. If this law should be pushed to its logical conclu 
sion, the merchants and manufacturers, who are being held to a strict 
accountability under it, are not the only classes of citizens whom it 
will involve. For instance, it is well known that the farmers, through 
their associations, fix the price of cotton and perhaps other commodities 
produced by them. According to the newspapers, such associations 
have not only established minimum selling prices on cotton, but have 
arranged for storing end holding the crops until purehasers are com 
pelled to buy at the prices fixed by them. Once the toiling and voting 
masses of the nation realize that their own interests are threatened by 
the Sherman law, it is easy to conceive that our national legislators 
will no longer fail to appreciate the necessity of correcting its defects. 


The Meeting of the National Civic Federation. 


This whole question is one of vital importance to the business men 
of the United States, and we are glad that the National Civie Federa 
tion has ealled a *“ National Conference on Trusts and Combinations 
which will meet in Chieago from October 22 to 25, to consider this 
subject, as well as others of great publie interest at the present time. 
This association has been invited to send delegates to the convention. 
and we trust that our president will be authorized at this meeting to 
appoint a strong delegation to represent the association at the confer 
ence, In the opinion of vour committee, every effort should be made 
to secure Congressional legislation which will make it lawful to enter 
into reasonable and proper trade agreements. for without such agree 
ments it is dificult to meet the complex conditions of modern business. 


Price Regulation One Hundred Years Ago. 


As a matter of interest and curiosity we wish to refer to a “ Cata 
logue of Drugs, Medicines and Chemicals Sold) Wholesale and Retail 
by Jacob Schieffelin, 198 Pearl street, New York,’ published more than 
100 years ago. This old price list w printed in 1804, and it bears 
the following official indorsement: * Examined and approved by the 














New York Druggists’ Association, New York, August 6, 1806.) By 
order Henry Hl. Sechieffelin, Secretary.” It would seem that it was 


entirely lawful in those early days for merchants to form an associa 
tion and agree upon the prices to be charged by its members.

Cost of Doing a Jobbing Business. 

In view of the great advance in the cost of transacting the whole 

sale drng business in the last few years, we earnestly hope that all pro 
Prietors who now give jobbers less than 10 and 5 pereent. discount, or its 
equivalent, will realize the justice of increasing their allowance to at 
least that figure. Carefully compiled statistics show conclusively that 
the average cost of transacting the wholesale drug business is from 
Illy pereent. to 12% pereent., and it can but be admitted by all rea 
sonable proprietors that the jobber is entitled to not less than 10 and 
for handling their goods. 
_ We regret extremely to observe the disposition among retailers 
in different sections te form “ buying clubs " for the purchase of goods 
directly from manufacturers. Wherever the jobber is’ ignored by 
manufacturers and retailers, of course it will be necessary for him to 
take such steps as he may deem best for the protection of his interest. 
We sincerely trust, however, that our friends in the other two branches 
of the trade will recognize that the jobber is indispensable to both of 
them, and that he is entitled to f: treatment at their hands. 
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The Wisdom of Cultivating the Jobber and the Retailer. 


In this connection we desire to make the following quotation from 
an excellent article which recently appeared in the Los Angeles Com 
mercial Bulletin concerning the advertising and distribution of goods 
by manufacturers : 

“If a manufacturer expects his products to take a permanent 
stand on the market he must reckon with two elements of trade 
the wholesaler and the retailer—-as well as the consuming public. 
The manufacturer who is wise will make his peace and friend 
ship with both alike. and will share with each a reasonable profit 
in payment for his share in marketing the manufacturer's wares. 
The wisest students of the art of merchandising to-day have 
agreed that the true tide of success lies along the logical chan 
nel of the jobber and the retailer. Were and there an eddy which 
cuts out one or both may reach its goal, but the great, deep, irre 
sistible tide runs smoothly in the recognized channels, and a cargo 
on such a stream will reach its goal more safely and surely than 
it will when threatened by rocks of antagonism. 

“The manufacturer who can win the co-operation of the job 
ber need have no concern about the fate of his goods. The jobber, 
with his corps of salesmen, his economical and co-operative facili 
ties for handling many lines, his knowledge of local conditions, his 
recognized influence with the retailers, the obligation, perhaps, 
whit the retailer owes him for past favors, his Knowledge of 
financia! cireumstances— all these are the possession of the manu 
facturer who will wim to his cause the jobber.” 

The writer of that article has given a correct and admirable pres 
entation of the facts, and we heartily commend his splendid advice to 
the manufacturers, because experience has shown that the friendship 
of the wholesale trade is one of the most valuable assets which any 
manufacturer can have.

Judge Archbald nanded down an opinion for the Court of Appeals 
in the Loder case December 1, 1906, sending it back for retrial. In 
sending it back a very full opinion was filed, which your committee 
believes should be permanently placed in our records, and therefore 
it is attached hereto. Rather than go to the trouble and expense of 
retrving the case the attorney for the plaintiff proposed a settlement, 
which wag finally effected September 18, 1907. The amount paid in 
satisfaction of this judgment was raised, for the most part, by the 
ten defendants, who were wholesalers or manufacturers, the retailers 
contributing a comparatively small proportion of the amount. 

In the case of the United States Government suit it was decided, at 
a meeting at which the members of the Committee on Suits, a number 
of the members of the Committee on Proprietary Goods and all the 
attorneys in the case were present, held in New York City on January 

1907, that if possible the attorneys representing us should try to 
arrive at some form of a decree with the attorneys for the United 
States Government which would save the tedious and expensive litiga- 
tion to which we would be subjected unless the case could be settled. 
It was the unanimous opinion of those present that it was most de 
sirable that we arrive at some understanding with the court which 
would enable our members to understand defiritely what they could 
and what they could not do in the matter of carrying out the terms 
of manufacturers under which their products were marketed and under 
which prices were restricted. 

Negotiations were immediately opened by Frank F. Read, represent- 
ing the manufacturers; Ferdinand T. Winter, of Indianapolis, repre-

senting the wholesale druggists, and 
representing those defendants designated as * blacklist manufacturers. 
Messrs. Johnson and Jayne, of Philadelphia, and Ward, of New York, 
were also consulted, and the negotiations finally resulted in a satisfac 
tory adjustment of the matter by the acceptance of a decree by all 
the defendants on.May 9 Copy of this decree was promptly sent 
to each of our members it is attached to this report. 

The two most important favorable features of this decree, obtained 
for us through the attorneys above mentioned, are, first, that the de- 
fendants do not admit having committed any of the acts and things 
in the manner charged in the bill of complaint: second, that under 
Section 10 the right of each manufacturer to fix his own terms under 
which his goods are to be sold is not denied. 

Pursuant to and in compliance with the 
meeting of our association was called by the president, under 
of May 24, to be held in New York City on June 11, and at 
meeting the following preambles and resolutions were adopted : 

* Whereas, on May 9, 1907, by decree of the United States Circuit 
Court for the District of Indiana, the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association and its members, officers, employes. committees, agents. 
servants and attorneys were ordered to forthwith release each and 
everv manufacturer of proprietary articles and medicines, drugs. 
plasters and druegists’ sundries from every such contract, agreement 
or understanding in furtherance of the combination and conspiracy as 
alleged in the bill of complaint regarding or relating to articles and 
commodities of his or its manufacture, and to forthwith release every 
such manufacturer from every such contract, agreement or under 
standing as to the adoption of any plan for marketing the articles of 
his or its manufacture, and it was also ordered that said National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, its members, officers, employes, com 
mittees, agents, servants and attorneys, and each and every one of 
them, should not on their part perform any such contracts, agreements 
or tae regarding or relating to said articles and com 
modities.

*Now the National Wholesale Druggists’ Association, at a special 
meeting held in New York on this, the eleventh day of June, 1907, 
pursuant to a call duly made in accordance with the constitution and 
by-laws of the association, although denying that the said association, 
its members, officers, employees, committees, agents, servants and at- 


sons, 
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torneys have been guilty of or have participated in any of the con- 
spiracies, combinations or unlawful agreements set forth in the Gov- 
ernment’s bill of complaint, does nevertheless Hereby Resolve as follows: 

‘ Resolved, That the National Wholesale Druggists’ Association, its 
members, officers, employees, committees, agents, servants and attor- 
neys, hereby release each and every manufacturer of proprietary ar- 
ticles and medicines, drugs, plasters and druggists’ sundries from 
every contract, agreement or understanding in furtherance of the com- 
bination and conspiracy as alleged in the bill of complaint regarding 
or relating to articles and commodities of his or its manufacture, and 
also hereby release every such manufacturer from every such contract, 
agreement or understanding as to the adoption of any plan for mar- 
keting the articles or his or its manufacture. And 

* Resolved Further, That the said National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association, its members, officers, employees, committees, agents, serv- 
ants and attorneys hereby recall any and all lists, documents and pub- 
lications purporting to contain the names of persons, corporations or 
partnerships adhering or not adhering to their contracts, or maintain- 
ing or refusing to maintain prices, in whose compilation, publication or 
issuance they or any of them in any way participated, and hereby 
annul, cancel and set aside each and every resolution passed by them, 
or any or all of them, and in furtherance of the combination and con- 
spiracy as alleged in the bill of complaint regarding or relatirg to said 
articles and commodities.” , 

As has already been noted above, this decree does not interfere 
with any manufacturer fixing his own terms and restricting the selling 
prices either at wholesale or at retail. All the opinions given in the 
several cases by the different judges specifically recognize as legal the 
contracts by manufacturers of proprietary articles under which the 
selling priees are restricted. when individually made and individually 
carried out. Fifteen or sixteen judges have so expressed themselves. Judge 
Lurton, however, for the United States Circuit Court of Appeals, Sixth 
Circuit, in an opinion reversing Judge Cochrane in the case of Hart- 
man vs. John D. Park & Sons Company, for the first time in this litiga 
tion, took a contrary view. His opinion in full is also attached to this 
report for permanent record. 

After the filing of the decree and the rendering of this opinion by 
Judge Lurton the manufacturers and wholesale and retail druggists 
were naturally interested in the question as to how their future trans- 
actions were to be affected by the United States Government decree. 
An opinion was obtained from John G. Johnson, under date of May 
7. as follows: 
“TTlenry LaBarre 

‘Mr dear M->. Jayne: 

““T address this letter to you in vour capacity as counsel of the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Association. It puts into writing the 
subject of my oral conversation. 

“T do not understand that anything 
the suit of the United States against the 
Retail Druggists. et al, interferes with any manufacturer in dealing 
with his individual product in accordance with his individual judg 
ment. In my opinion the decree destrovs the combination between dif 
ferent manufacturers to bring about any common purpose, but does 
not in any way interfere with the right which I think is vested in 
every manufacturer to sell his own goods upon his own terms and re- 
strictions, and to insist that the persons who purchase from him shall 
resell the same in accordance with the schedule of prices which he 
will fix. 

“TTnder the decree it is necessary for 
to recall any action in the past 
should be forthwith sent by each 
thus reeall any action in the past. 

‘It seems to me that the proper time and place for an announce 
ment by each manufacturer. acting upon his own responsibilitv and 
account, of his furture intentions with regard to his product. will 
be such letter of recall. 

“T think it is entirely proper and in no wavy violative of the de 
eree if each manufacturer, acting upon his own account and not under 
any combination. states to all his customers the plan which he intends 
to pursue in future for the sale of his own product. 

~ at a8 very true that there will go out at the same time a consid- 
erable number of letters from different people, which will substantially 
oncuuenibes the same nurpose. The explanation of this, however, is 
that it is the dutv of each. without delay, to send out his letter of 
reeall. and it is natural and proper that in recalling what he may 
not do. he should state within the lines of what is legal. what he in- 
tends to do in the future. 

“T would see nothing whatever gained by a fusillade of letters 
fired off atsintervals. TI think the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso 
elation should be called together at once in order that they should pass 
resolutions which annul past action inconsistent with the decree, 
therebv complvirg with its requirements 

“For my own part. IT must renudiate any idea of concurrence in 
Judge Lurton’s views as to the right of an individual mannfacturer, 
and I certainlv would not. were T such manufacturer. until the Su- 
preme Court has decided to the contrary. restrict myself in any effort 
to save the value of my propertv bv stipulating for limitation in its 
sale. T am “Very truly vours, 

“ (Signed) Jomn G. JTonnson.” 

This opinion was concurred in by all the attorneys on our side of 
the case, and was sent to all of our members and all the proprietors 
by vour committee. The question as to whether the sixteen judges 
or the one iudge is correct in the internretation of the law can of 
course only finally be settled by the United States Supreme Court, and 
it is probable that some one or several of the manufacturers marketing 
their goods now under contract will carry this question to that 
tribunal. 

In the Park case the master recently filed his report sustaining a 
number of excentions to the answers made by the defendants, the great 
majority of which are not material, but all of which will doubtless he 
eorrected if the court confirms the master’s report. Our attorney ad 
vises us, however, that the plaintiffs oppose the confirmation of the 
master’s renort and have presented a large number of additional ex 
coptions. This case will doubtless drag its weary length along for 
some years to come. : 

In concluding this renort the committee desires to express its satis 
faction at our having arrived at a clear understanding, so a as a 
majority of the courts have been able to give it to us, as to what may 
‘egally be done under what has been known as the contract system. 
We consequently apprehend but little trouble in the future, though it 
must not be forgotten that the strict inernretation of the Sherman 
law prohibits all contracts, whether reasonable or unreasonable. The 
»resent administration has undoubtedlv made a most valuable contri 
hution in the direction of enforcing this law, not only because it has 
heen instrumental in correcting certain well recognized trade abuses, 
hunt also because in this enforcement it has been clearly demonstrated 
that in its present shane it is susceptible of interfering with legitimate 
trade agreements as well as harmful ones. In our own case, as stated

in a previous report, the part of the trade arrangements which has 
heen condemned by court and jury was in the interests of the small 
and, we might say, helpless dealer, protecting him against the grasping 
greed of the monopolist. The penalties to which we were subjected, 
{o say nothing of the indignities which the press of the country heaped 
upon us, were, as all who understand the object of the arrangement 
admit, wholly undeserved, The contracts were such as would univer 
sally be admitted as reasonable, and yet those having to do with the 
interpretation and the enforcement of the law had no other course left 
open to them but the one to which we were subjected. 

Unfair competition and commercial warfare, quite destructive 
as any other warfare, should be provided against through proper trade 
regulations, which are not forbidden under the laws of other nations, 
as has already been fully stated in another report. That such regula 
tions will sooner or later be permitted and even encouraged in this 
country we all firmly believe. Your association should encourage a 
movement in this direction which will be projected at a meeting by the 
Civic Federation to be held shortly in the city of Chicago, to which 
the Governors of many States are sending delegates who may be 
trusted to give the subject the full, serious and intelligent considera-

tion it deserves. The propositions which we understand will come 
before that body will, we believe, receive general endorsement, viz.. 
reforming the Sherman anti-trust law by allowing railroad pooling 


under restrictions, protecting a margin between wholesale and retail 
prices, and enforcing publicity to prevent evils from combinations. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON STANDARDS AND 
TESTS OF THE UNITED STATES PHARMA. 
COPOEIA AND NATIONAL FORMULARY. 

The Committee on Standards and ‘Tests of the United States 
Pharmacop@ia and National Formulary reported that shortly 
after the adjournment of the last annual meeting of the asso- 
ciation the committee addressed letters to Chas. E. Dohme, 
chairman of the Board of Trustees, and to Prof. Jas. IH. Beal, 
ehairman of the Executive Committee of the Trustees, of the 
United States Pharmacopemia Convention, enclosing in each, 
copies of the preamble and resolutions in relation to the United 
States Pharmacopa@ia passed at the 4th session of the last an- 
nual meeting of the association and petitioning the trustees to 
arrange for the publication of supplements to the U. S. Phar- 
macopeeia at such intervals as might prove necessary. 

To both of these letters courteous replies were received ; 
Chairman Dohme stating that the letter and resolutions would 
be laid before the trustees at the next meeting, and that while 
the subject of the resolutions had not yet had the official at- 
tention of the board, it had been discussed by them individu- 
ally, and that all were impressed with the necessity of some such 
action in order to meet the exigencies of the situation; while 
Professor Beal's letter stated that the Committee of Revision 
under authority of the Board of Trustees were then engaged in 
making a re-examination of data, and that any changes which 
might be made, would be given early and wide publication. 

With this information before it, your committee lost no time 
in communicating with Prof. Joseph P. Remington, chairman 
ef the Committee of Revision and addressed a letter to him, in- 
forming him of the appointment of our committee and asking 
if he would receive for investigation such criticisms as it might 
present from time to time; to this Professor Remington replied, 
stating that he would be glad to receive any suggestions for 
corrections of standards and tests and asking our committee 
to report promptly, as he desired to send all requests for cor 
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rection to the members of his committee at Poss 
ble moment 

Meanwhile a circular letter had been mailed to all the mem- 
bers of the association inviting them to forward as promptly 
as possible information in regard to such tests or standards, in 
cluding properties and solubilities, as in their opinion need cor

In order to facilitate the work and give all classes of eriti- 
cisers a fair hearing, Professor Remington arranged for a con 
ference, which was held at the Philadelphia College of Phar- 
macy, on Thursday, December 6 of last year.

As the United States Pharmacopeia has by the passage o! 
the Food and Drugs act of June 30, 
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1806, become the official 
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standard for drugs entering into interstate commerce and as 
the several States are likely to adopt it as the standard for 
drugs sold within their own borders, a question has been raised 
as to whether the book itself should not be compiled and pub- 
lished by the U. S. Government, instead of by the United States 
Pharmacopmial Convention, the corporation which at present 
controls and publishes it. In order that members might con- 
sider this question intelligently, the committee reviewed the his- 
tory of the work from its inception to the present time, arriving 
at the conclusion that it would not be wise to make any radical 
change in the method now prescribed for future revision of the 
Pharmacopoeia, but believing that the Committee on Revision, 
which now consists of 19 pharmacists (most of whom are pro- 
fessors in various coileges of pharmacy) and six physicians, 
would be strengthened by the presence on it of one or more 
chemists who have had experience in manufacturing chemicals 
in a large way, and could give expert information as to the 
possibilities of producing medicinal chemicals of high grade 
on n commercial scale without prohibitive cost, and one or 
more druggists who are thoroughly familiar with the drug 
markets of the world; the establishment and maintenance of a 
Pbharmacopa@ia Research Laboratory was commended with the 
dea that it would not only be of the greatest practical value to 
the Revision Committee in its work, but would entirely obviate 
in the future, delays in the publication of the revised Pharma 
copoia that have been so annoying in the past. 

Finally the committee suggested that the advantages of the 
cooperation of the government and its resources may be se 
cured.

Your Special Committee on Adulterations begs to report: 
It has been deemed impractical to collect any large number 
of samples of drugs and have them analyzed, as this would 
have been an infinite task, for which no special appropriation 
has been made. It is there

more than the general situa 
tion, and a few instances of 
violation which have been 
presented more or less) acci 
dentally. 

The passage of the federal 
food and drugs act, and the 
legislation along similar lines 
by the various states has gone 
for toward impressing the 
moral of pure drugs upon im- 
porters and manufacturers of 
drugs, but the delay in the 
enforcement of the national 
law has unfortunately led 
some to believe that no steps 
will be taken towards its en 
forcement, and as a conse 
quence some persons = are 

A. C. STALLMAN, “taking chances.” 
Chairman of the Special Committee y 
on Aduiterations We are pleased to an 
nounce that the United States 
Government is proceeding in deliberate and thorough fashion, 
gathering samples of all kinds, and analyzing these in the 
laboratory in New York and Washington. We are creditably 
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informed that the lines have been well laid and that possibly 
a little later a number of arrests will be made, proving the 
earnestness of the federal authorities and their determination 
to enforce the law. 

We are also informed that two shipments of oil of lemon 
have been rejected, one being adulterated most grossly with 
turpentine and the other with alcohol. Other shivments of this 
oil, which appear to be below the standard, though not plainly 
adulterated, have been detained, and after hearing importers 
and shippers, the material gathered has been subnitted to the 
Board of Food Inspection in Washington. 

We have been made aware of at least two cases of adultera 
tion which have passed the Appraisers of the Port of New 
York, and to which we wish to call the attention of the 
authorities and of our members, In one case celery seed was 
adulterated with 25 percent. if ground stone, resembling 
the seed so closely that only under the microscope could it 
be detected. The other was an adulteration of cummin seed 
with teazle seed, also revealed by the microscope, but neither 
shipment would have been passed by the inspectors if proper 
care had been observed. 

It is hardly the place or time for us to call the attention 
of our members to the nature of adulterations which are to 
be expected and suspected. All know how easy it is to adul 
terate oil of bitter almonds with benzoic aldehyde, or pepper 
mint oil with cheap American or Japanese oils of somewhat 
similar character, as well as oil of sandal with oil of cedar. 
and will guide themselves accordingly. A study of some ot 
the text-books will help to avoid many of the deceptions which 
are still being practiced. 

We believe that the members of our association will at all 
times and under all conditions aid the national and State gov 
ernments in the enforcement of the law, as being beneficial for 
legitimate business interests. 

We learn with gratification that the National Formulary 
and Pharmacopeaia will be revised still further, and this to 
conform to the natural qualities of pure drugs, as demon 
strated to the revisers by proper experts. 

The government is disposed to treat all merchants fairly. 
giving them all necessary opportunity to live up to the law, and 
we trust that our members will not be slow to align them 
selves on the side of law and right. We urge this first as a 
matter of principle, and besides we wish to caution all of them 
that they will disobey the law at their peril. 

The health of the public is largely in our hands, for if the 
people can not depend upon pure drugs when they are pre 
scribed we are in ill case indeed. The preparations of all! of 
the members of this association must be above question as to 
purity. We must therefore exercise all possible care in look 
ing to the sources of our supplies and insisting upon the pur 
est possible products from every provider at first hand. 

PHARMACEUTICALS AND PLASTERS.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON LEGISLATION. 
By M.N.

KLINE, CHAIRMAN 


During the year review there has been no legislation by Con 


gress affecting our business, with the exception to the amendment 
to the denatured alcohol law, which dates from March 2, 1907. 
the work of your committee has, however, been greater than dur 


ng some of the years when we 
or eppose national legislatior 
Che rules and reguiations 


were called upon either to promote 
affecting our interests. 

adopted by the Pure Food Commission 
were promulgated by the commission under date of October 17, 1906, 
and in accordance with the instructions of the association your coi 
mittee at once sent copics of the rules and regulations to all our mem 
vers in a circular issued under date of October Immediately a 
great many questions were asked the chairman of your committee as 
io the proper interpretation of some of these rules and regulations, 
vind in company with Mr. Douglass, the attorney for the Proprietary 
Association, an interview was had with Dr. Wiley, as the result of 
which a subsequent circular was issued. under date of November 16, 
giving as much information as we then had in our possession, ob 
tained through this interview or through = cort yondence, and this 
circular was of considerable assistance to our members in the work of 
preparing labels to be used on goods being prepared to be sent out 
ifter January 1. But in addition to these two circulars hundreds of 
letters had to be written to answer other questions sent to the chair 
man of your committee, who was supposed to know just what was to 
» done in connection with the thousand and one matters with which 
the wholesale druggists and manufacturers of medicines were con 
fronted in putting this law into effect. 

It is a matter of the greatest gratification that your committee is 
able to report that notwithstanding the tremendous amount of trouble 
and expense to which our members, and wholesale druggists and manu 
facturers generally, were subjected in putting into effect a law which 
affected, in one way or another, almost every article they manufac 
tured or handled, and notwithstanding the fact that it changed in 

















many ways the business customs hitherto prevailing, your chairman 
knows of no single instance where any effort was made, or even any 
suggestion made, to oppose on any technical grounds the enforcement 


of the spirit of the law. Thousands of questions were asked as to 
what must be done in order to comply with the law, but none as 
to what could be done to evade any of its provisions 

Dr. Wiley and his associates, who have been looked to for an in- 
terpretation Of the provisions of that part of the pure food and drugs 
act more Immediately referring to medicines, have been most reason 
able and considerate in their interpretations, and there has been no 
evidence of any hasty interference with any one who showed a disposi 
tion to comply with the provisions of the law, even if by reason of an 
imperfect understanding technical violations may have occurred, 

The questions asked of the commissioners and the answers 
lished first in the circular issued by this committee under date of 
November 16, and later on by the various drug journals, were finally 
embodied in a pamphlet entitled “ Digest of National Food and Drugs 
Act and Regulations,” compiled by your chairman and sent to the 
members of the association and many retail druggists with the compli 
ments of the corporation with which he is connected, with no expense 
to this organization.

menting the Aet of June 30, 1906, as was predicted in our report a 
year ago, practically all the States of the Union through their several 
legislatures passed laws whose provisions, 
drugs and medicines, are largely in harmony with the federal law 
\ compilation of these State pure drug laws, as they are called 
(thirty in number) with a synopsis of the difference, if any, between 
each such state law and the Federal law, for ready reference, was 
prepared by George L. Douglass, counse] to the Proprietary Associa 
tion, and Mr. Toms, our secretary, and was sent out to our members 
n August. A reference to these laws shows that while there is com 
parative harmony in their provisions with the federal law, yet un 
fortunately there is embodied in many of these State laws enough dif 
ference to impose upon the manufacturer and wholesale dealer engaged 
n interstate commerce, and all our members are so engaged, an ‘nd 
ditional burden which it appears to us ought to have been spared us 
Mr Douglass, acting for the sprietary Association, and those as 
sociated with him from that association, as well as the manufacturers 
f pharmaceuticals and wholesale druggists in each of the States, la 
bored with the utmost diligence to bring about harmony in the pro 
visions of these several laws. Many of them as originally proposed 
would have rendered the business of manufacturing and handling drugs 
and medicines almost impossible, and we are indebted to Mr, Douglass 
and those working with him for bringing about as great a degree of 
harmony as appears from the published synopsis of these laws above 
referred to. 

An analysis of the provisions of these laws shows that 
the states the board of health alone is in charge of its administration 
nh one of the States the board of health with a licensed pharmacist, 
and in another, the board of health with the food and drug inspector 
In eight of the States it is in the hands of the food commissioner: in 
four the department of agriculture, in two the director of the agricul 
tural experiment station: in one in charge of a commission consisting 
of several of the State ofticers, including the food inspector, in two in 
charge of the board of pharmacy, and in one the prosecuting attorneys 
if the different counties

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We learn that in twelve of these State laws guaranties are to be 
accepted from any manufacturer or dealer in the United States, while 
in eight a guaranty from the State alone is to be accepted, and that 
in ten laws no guaranty appears to be provided for. 

The provisions of mentioning alcohol and the narcotics on the 
label are the same as the federal law in sixteen of the States, while 
thirtee n differ from the federal law in contirming variations from the 

.S. Po and N. F., provided such standards are named on the label 
while eleven do not. 

Prescriptions are exempted from the labelling provision in 
teen of the laws; not permitted in five: not 
Ss. P. and N. F. preparations are exempted from the labelling pro 
vision in eight; not exempted in fourteen, while no reference is made 
to this subject in the remainder of the State laws 

Twenty-one of these laws are now in effect; seven go into effect 
January 1, 1908, one March 1, 1908; one (New Jersey) October 1 
Ines. The States in which the laws are now in effect are the follow 
ing: Delaware, Florida, Georgia (but all medicines exempt to August 
1, 1908), Illinois, Indiana (except requirements as to statements of 
ingredients on label, which will not be operative until March 1, 1908), 
lowa (all goods on hand July 1 exempt until April 1, 1909), Kansas, 
Louisiana, Missouri (but goods on hand July 1, exempt), Montana 
(but goods on hand March exempt to January 1, 1908), Nebraska 
(goods in state April 1, or in stock May 1 exempt), New Hampshire 
North Carolina (but articles on hand at time of passage exempt). 
North Dakota, South Carolina, South Dakota, Texas (goods on hand at 
time of passage of bill exempt if stamped * On hand Mareh 15, 1907." 

In the State of Pennsylvania a bill was prepared by a committee 
composed of representatives of the Philadelphia College of Pharnacy, 
the Pennsylvania State Pharmaceutical Association, the Western Penn 
sylvania Association of Retail Druggists, the Philadelphia Association 
of Retail Druggists, and several of the medical societies, of which 
committee your chairman was also a member. This bill we believe 
may safely be cailed a model bill, but, unfortunately, owing to the un 
usually large number of bills on the calendar in the Legislature at 
Harrisburg it failed of tinal passage. 

The special feature which we believe should 
other State legislatures which may take up the consideration of this 
subject, was the requirement to state on the label the presence of 
alcohol and narcotics mentioned in the federal law. It did not require 
the percentage of these ingredients, provided they did not exceed the 
proportions authorized in such prepars itions by the U. S. P. or the N 
I. Lt will soon appear from practical experience when these laws go 
into effect how much annoyance and trouble the retail druggist will 
be subjected to in putting up medicines upon recipes handed him by 
customers, who have had them put up for many years, when he will 
be obliged to calculate accurately the percentage of alcohol, or the 
narcotics, or both, if they happen to constitute a part of the r recipe 

Another one of the objectionable features in many of the State 
laws, which we feel sure experience will demonstrate the ee 
of having corrected through amendments, is the one forbidding the 
sale of U. S. P. and N, F. vreparations of other than official propor 
tions. It will be reme mnbered that the federal law provides that “ ne 
drug defined in the P. or N. F. shall be deemed to be adulterated 
if the standard of strength, quality or purity be plainly stated upon 
the bottle or other container, although such standard may differ from 
that determined by the test laid down in the U. 8S. P. or N. FL In 
view of the fact especially that the N. F. has suddenly through this 
legislation been made the legal standard of quality and strength 
while it is well known that many of the formulas are far from per 
fect, this rigidity in the State laws will prove a great hardship and. 
as above stated, will doubtless result in efforts on the part .of both 
physicians and pharmacists to secure amendments in accord with the 
one above quoted as a part of the federal law. 

But on the whole the legislation is proving

members of the legislature are trying to regulate It is very doubt 
ful whether the interpretation of the food commissioner will be 
sisted upon, and we think we are safe in assuming that for the pres 
these sections of the law will not be enforced 

We cannot close our reference to this State legislation without ex 
pressing regret that in the administration of these laws the pharma 
cists, who alone, it seems to us, are competent to administer them prop 
erly, have been almost entirely ignored, as appears in the summary 
given above. In only two of these laws are the pharmacists recognized 
in the administrative feature. In sixteen the food commissioner o1 
the department of agriculture is charged with its enforcement, and 
the members of the American Pharmaceutical Association, the Nationa 
Association of Retail Druggists and the several State associations of 
retail druggists should bestir themselves so as to make their Influence 
felt in the future in legislation of this sort. The physicians through 
the American Medical Association, and the several State and counts 
medical associations are far in advance in the influence they are exert 
ing upon legislation over the pharmacists, and the pharmacists have 
only themselves to blame if by reason of their inattention to this im 
pertant part of their interests they allow the physicians and farmers 
to shape the laws, which consequently, in many cases at least, will 
be administered to the detriment of the interests of retail drm 

It is perhaps proper to mention in this report that an import: 
gathering of representative men has been arranged for under the sus 
pices of the Civie Federation in the City of Chicago, to consider legis 
lation by Congress amending the Sherman Anti-Trust Act. The neces 
sity of such amendment is perhaps more keenly felt by the members 
of our association than those of any other by reason of the litigation 
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to which they have been subjected, which will be reported upon in

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NEW DENATURED ALCOHOL REGULATIONS. 


Internal Revenue Department Willing to Aid Small Distillers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 30—In an effort to encourage 
a larger production of denatured alcohol and to draw back into 
business some of the small industrial distilleries which have 
been forced out of business by prohibition laws as well as by 
severe competition and by the formation of trusts, Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue Capers has issued a circular in 
which he cails attention to the fact that the Internal Revenue 
Department has made regulations in favor of such small in- 
dustrial distilleries. 

This circular follows: / 

The attention of collectors, revenue agents and other revenue offi- 
cers is especially called to the fact that the act of June 7, 1906, known 
as the denatured alcohol law, as amended by the act of March 2, 1907, 
provides for the production of alcohol for denaturation from any sub- 
stance whatever. Regulations No. 30, revised July 15, 1907 (Part II), 
made pursuant to this law sets out in detail the manner in which in- 
dustrial distilleries shall be constructed and operated. 

In the preparation of these regulations effort was made so to liber- 
alize the methods of dealing with the production of industrial alcohol 
as to encourage such production. Many of the provisions of the laws 
relating to the operation of distilleries at which spirits for tax payment 
are produced were suspended as applied to industrial distilleries, and 
the artificial element of cost of production resulting from rules and reg- 
ulations more or less restrictive in their character necessary at regu- 
larly established distillers are eliminated in the case of industrial 
distilleries. ‘The effort has been, so far as Government regulation and 
supervision are concerned, to remove every obstacle to the placing of 
industrial distilleries on the same basis as the sawmill, the gristmill 
or flour mill. 

Industrial distilleries are those at which not more than 100 proof 
gallons of spirits can be produced in twenty-four hours, and at which 
alcoho! for denaturation only can be produced. In the production of 
spirits at such distilleries any substance whatever may be used. 

An industrial distiller can set up and operate his plant at any 
point on land owned or controlled by himself, except upon the premises 
of a brewery, or within 600 feet of the premises of a rectifying estab- 
lishment or a vinegar factory using the vaporizing process. 

There must be filed with the collector of the district a statement 
describing the distillery, the distilling apparatus and the distillery 
premises. 

The distiller must give bend equal to the tax on the spirits that 
can be produced at the plant in thirty days, operating at its full capac- 
ity, and the penal sum of this bond must at all times be equal to the 
tax on all undenatured spirits an hand at the distillery. 

The proprietor of an industrial distillery is not required to produce 
80 percent. of the spirits called for by his survey. he accounts for 
all the material used and all the spirits produced he cannot be held 
for deficiency under his survey. He can operate his distillery at such 
times as suit his convenience, and an officer is not put on duty at the 
distillery unless in the opinion of the collector of the district the in- 
terests of the service demand it. 

One or more persons, or an association of persons, may set up, 
register and operate an industrial distillery—that is to say, it may be 
operated by one farmer, two farmers or a dozen farmers. 

The operators may have all or a part of the product denatured at 
the distillery for their own use or for local consumption, or they may 
sell all or a part of it to central denaturing bonded warehouses for 
transfer the: eto for denaturing purposes. 

Aleotol before, or after, being denatured may be transferred from 
the distillery in tanks or tank cars. 

Record of all spirit-producing material brought on the distillery 
premises and used for the manufacture of spirits; of the time the 
plant operates each day, and of all alcohol produced each day and 
removed or denatured, must be kept by the operator of the distillery, 
and monthly returns of the operations of the distillery must be made 
to the collector of the district. 

In the application for the survey of his distillery, the owner or op- 
erator must name some person who will be in charge of the distillery 
and be responsible for the same during his absence. 

The Government, on application made to the proper collector of 
internal revenue for the estabishment of an industrial distillery, will 
send an officer to make the necessary estimates, surveys, etc., and to 
advise persons desiring to establish industrial distilleries as to what 
is required of them, ete. 

In view of the fact that in many sections of the country local 
prohibitory municipal, county, or State laws making the production 
of distilled spirits unlawful have rendered worthless, for the produc 
tion of beverage spirits, many distilling plants, this office deems it 
proper to call the attention of those interested to the fact that it is 
entirely practicable, by making slight changes and additions to many 
of said plants, to convert them into industrial distilleries. In many 
instances it is believed that the slight additions necessary can_ be 
made with a small expenditure of money. 

This office is not in possession of any information as to the ap 
plication of the various State laws to the production of spirits for 
denaturation only. In some States the prohibitory laws have espe 
cially provided for the manufacture and sale of denatured alcohol. 
In other States it will probably be a question for local judicial deter 
mination. ‘The prospective manufacturer of industrial alcohol should 
investigate for himself as to the laws of his own particular State. 
It is believed by this office that industrial distilleries can be operated 
with greater safety to the Government in prohibition localities than in 
localities where spirits are legally sold, for the reason that in prohi 
bition localities both the Federal and local governments would be 
interested in preventing any of the product of the plant from going 
into consumption as beverage spirits. No considerable quantity of 
distilled spirits can be consumed as a beverage in a prohibition com- 
munity without the fact becoming known, and with the fact known 
that the law is being violated. the question of suppressing violations 
will, under the regulations prescribed for industrial distilleries, be an 
easy matter. 

‘For the information of those interested, it may be stated that as 
a general proposition it is simply a question whether a thing contain- 
ing fermentable matter can be more profitably employed in the produc 
tion of industrial spirits than in the production of something else. 
The spirit-vyielding material in vegetable matter is its fermentable 
content. it has been demonstrated by experiment that 100 pounds of 
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the following products of the farm will produce alcohol in the foiiow- 
ing quantities: Rice, 6 wine gallons, 190 degrees proof; rye, barley, 
spelt, corn and sorghum seed, 5 gallons; Irish potatoes, 144 gallons: 
cassava, 2% gallons; turnips, 4-5 gallon; artichokes, 14% gallons: 
sugar beets, 2 gallons; sorghum or sugar cane, 1 gallon; waste 
molasses, 6 gallons; grapes, 2 1-16 gallons; bananas, 1 4-5 gallons, and 
other fruits from 1 to 1% gallons. 

The problem of whether or not it is practicable to operate profita 
bly the industrial distillery in this country is one for the farmer or 
the heretofore-mentioned distiller to settle for himself. This office 
proposes to exercise such supervision as may be necessary to protect 
the —— in a. way that will add no burdens to the industrial 
distilleries. 


MICHIGAN PHARMACISTS OPPOSED TO SHERMAN LAW 
Vote to Petition Michigan Members of Congress to Effect Amend. 
ment or Repeal of This Law—N. A. R. D. Indorsed. 


Determined opposition to the Sherman Antitrust law was 
expressed unanimously by the members of the Michigan State 
Pharmaceutical Association at the annual meeting of that 
organization held in Bay City, Mich., a short time ago. 

On the ground that the Sherman anti-trust law prevents the 
small dealer from protecting himself from monopolies and fails 
utterly to check the operations of these monopolies themselves, 
the members of the State Association placed themselves on 
record as unalterably opposed to the law and voted to send a 
petition to every member of the national Congress from Michi- 
gan urging upon them the necessity for having the law amended 
or repealed and a reasonable measure substituted therefor. 

Another important result accomplished by the association 
was the heartfelt approval and indorsement by its members 
of the work and plans of the N. A. R. D. <A resolution to pro- 
vide for the payment of the transportation and hotel accommo- 
dations of the association’s delegates to the N. A. R. D. con- 
vention out of the State organization’s treasury 
adopted. 

The election of officers for the ensuing year resulted in the 
selection of IF. FE. Bogart, of Detroit, as president; D. B. Perry, 
of Bay City. as first vice-president: James E. Way, of Jackson, 
as second vice-president; W. R. Hall, of Manistee, as third vice- 
president; E. E. Calkins, of Ann Arbor, as secretary, and H. C. 
Spring, of Unionville, as treasurer. Members of the Executive 
Committee elected for the ensuing year were: J. L. Wallace. 
of Kalamazoo; C. H. Frantz, of Bay City; M. A. Jones, of 
Lansing; J. Greenthal, of Detroit, and Owen Payne, of Wayne. 

The first session of the meeting opened at 2 p.m. on July 30 
in the Elks’ Temple in Bay City, C. H. Frantz, who officiated 
in place of Mayor Hine, of Bay City, delivered the address of 
welcome. This address was responded to by John L. Wallace, 
of Kalamazoo, president of the State association, who immedi- 
ately thereafter read his annual address. In this address, Mr. 
Wallace called attention to the fact that many drug stores in 
Michigan are in the habit of selling beer in bottles and some- 
fimes in cases. 

“This beer trade in stores,” said Mr. Wallace, “is 
reprehensible, In this State there are 
druggists who sel] bottled beer over their counters. Drug stores 
may sell bottled beer on prescription, but they are not supposed 
to sell it freely as a beverage. In some stores, I have heard that 
they sell as inuch beer as saloons. Little of this beer is actu- 
ally sold as medicine. The stores are supposed to register the 
names of the purchasers, but that formality is largely farcical 
when beer is sold to regular customers. Such conditions drag 
down the high standing which druggists should maintain and 
degrade their calling. While all respectable druggists refrain 
from selling beer in this manner, the practice of a few is a 
reflection upon the whole body of pharmacists in this State.” 

This question of the sale of beer by drug stores was not dis- 
cussed by the association, but it was understood that the asso- 
ciation’s Legislative Committee will take some action toward 
bringing the matter before the State Legislature in 1909. 

The report of E. BE. Calkins. of Grand Rapids, as secretary 
of the association, and that of H. G. Springer, of Unionville. 
as treasurer, were read and approved by the members. 

Secretary Calkins also led in a discussion on “ Profitable 
Advertising,” in which all the means of advertising possible 1

Many of the association members also made an excursion 
trip to Tawas Beach to see the races, on the Knights of Colum- 
bus’ special train early in the morning of August 1. 

At the outing to Wenona Beach, George L. Lusk acted as 
toastmaster. W. C. Burke, of Detroit, spoke on the * Michigan 
State Pharmaceutical Association,” referring to the important 
part which that body had played in assisting the passage of de- 
sirable legislation and in opposing all legislation which was un- 
desirable and hostile. Secretary Calkins spoke on “ Our Member- 
ship” and mentioned the characteristics of the different mem- 
bers of the organization, showing how they represented the 
edueated class of pharmacists, the progressive dealers and the 
best.of the Michigan drug trade. All nationalities, he added, 
and all religious creeds were disregarded in selecting members. 
Of the present membership of 300, he stated that there were 
still 18 charter members who joined the association in 1885 
and are still paying dues.

Obituary. 


J.-C. BEIBE. 
J. C. Eliel, president of the Eliel-Jerman Drug Company, 
Minneapolis, died Friday, September 27, after an illness of 
three years duration. Prominent for many years as a member 
of the National. Wholesale Druggists’ Association, Mr. Eliel 
possessed rare oratorical gifts, and few could compete with 
him either in debate on the floor ov in after dinner speeches. 
Mr. Eliel was born in Frielendorf, Prussia, in 1849, and was 
thus fifty-eight years old at the time of his death. His father 
Was a regimental surgeon in the Prussian army and, having 
suffered some reverses, he emigrated to America when his son 
was seven years old, settling in La Porte, Ind. Young Eliel 
was obliged to leave school and contribute to the family’s sup 
port at an early age. He worked in his father’s drug store 
and eventually succeeded to the business. In 1875 he married 
Miss Deborah Bradley. In 1880 having sold out his interest 
in the retail drug business, be became connected with Tallman 
& King, Chicago, but did not remain more than three years 
when he severed his relations with the house and removed to 
Minneapolis where, with Lyman Brothers, he organized the 
Lyman-Kliel Drug Company, of which he became vice-presi-

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NEW YORK COLLEGE OF PHARMACY ENROLLMENT. 
In Spite of High Prelimioary Educational Requirements, 13! Stu- 
dents Matriculate in Junior Class —Fourteen Take Food and 
Drugs Course.

A CAUSE CELEBRE. 


Boots Cash Chemists Are Sued and Turn Tables on Prosecutors. 
(From our Loudon correspondent.) 

September 24.—Perhaps the most piquant case that has ever 
occurred in British pharmaceutical law was heard in a London 
yesterday. The report on the hearing and the 
decision is causing something of a sensation among pharma 
and not a little amasemert, ‘The history of the case 
began about four weeks ago, when the Pharmaceutical Society 
of Great Britain prosecuted Boots Cash Chemists (Southern). 
L.td., for selling strychnine in the form of Easton’s Syrup Tab 
without obtaining the signature of the purchaser ip the 
Poisons Book. This against the Pharmacy Act was 
committed by an assistant at one of the numerous branches 
owned by the Boot Company in London, — It the first of 
the kind undertaken, and the fact that was pro 
ceeded against gave the case additional importance.
